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REMARKS 

With the entry of this amendment, claims 24, 25, 29, 31-34, 36, 37, 39-49, and 51 are 
pending and claims 1-23, 26-28, 30, 35, 38, and 50 are canceled. 

The claims are being amended as a result of a discussion between applicants' 
undersigned representative and the Examiner, where the Examiner stated that he would look 
favorably upon a set of claims amended to reflect the optimal conditions recited at the end of 
the 132 Declaration filed with the PTO on May 12, 2003. 

Applicants have amended claim 24 to recite "wherein the filtered solution is devoid of 
high molecular forms of vWF." Applicants urge that the phrase "high molecular forms of 
vWF" is not indefinite and would be understood by one of skill in the art. In support of this 
proposition, applicants attach one joumal article (Furlan et al.) and two journal abstracts (de 
Romeuf et al. and Furlan et al.) wherein terms such as high molecular weight forms of von 
Willebrand or high molecular weight multimers of vWF are used. Moreover, the PTO itself 
has issued at least two patents that used terminology similar to "high molecular fomis of 
vWF" in the claims. In US Patent No. 5,892,005 the phrase "high molecular weight vWF 
molecules" appears in claims 1 and 7. In US Patent No. 5,869,671 vWF is described 
throughout the claims as high molecular weight fi-actions or multimers. Therefore, as 
evidenced by art related publications and US patents, the phrase high molecular forms of 
vWF would be easily understood by one of skill in the art.
